Shri Justice D. P. Madon, Retired Judge of the Supreme Court of India. 

2. The Oommis.sion shall make an inquirv with respect to the Followin" 
niatti.’rs ;— ' 

(a) the circumstance.s immediately preceding and rcsnlting in the death, 
during the night of UTth|17th May, 1990, of Shri Amir Singh, one 
of the candidates in the hyc-elcclion to the Haryana Legislative 
Assembly from Meham Constituency; 








(b) facts relating to the violent incidents in village Madina and the role 
of the police authorities therein; and 

(c) any other matter connected therewith or incidental thereto. 


3. The Commission shall complete its inquiry and .submit its report to the 
Central Government within a period of three months. 


4. And vvhcrca.s, the Central Govcriiment is of opinion that, having regard 
to the nature of the inquiry to be made and other eircumstances of the case, 
all the provisions of sub-section.
